Dark Chocolate Cake;—One-balf 
¢eup butter, loup sugar, 11-2 cups of 
flour, 1-2 cup eweet milk, 2 eggs, yolk 
only, 1 teaspoon cream tartar, 1-2 tea- 
spoon soda and 21-2 tablespoons cho- 
colate, dissolved in asaucer over a 
steaming kettle. Beat in a little of 
the cake mixture with the chocolate, 
then beat into the whole, flavor with 
vanilla and beat briskly before put- 
ting into tins. Make 3 layers, and 
frost the whole with white frosting. 

Beefateak Cake; Take loup sugar, 
1-2 cup butter, 2eggs, 1-2 cup aweet 
milk, 2cupa flour, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder and nutmeg. Roll Gred co- 
soanut cakes bought at any candy 
store, and sprinkle fm as put in tin. 
This mixture makes one loaf. 

Layer Cake; Put 11-2 cups flour, 
1 cup sugar, 1 teaspoon cream tartar 
and 1-2 teaspoon saleratus in a dish 
and stir them well together. Then 
break legg into a cup and fill cup 
with sweet milk. Turn into flour, 
sugar, eto, and just mix all together.

Mock Loaf Cake; One cup sugar, 
1-2 coup butter, 2 cups flour, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, loup milk, a 
littfe nutmeg and 1-2 cup raisins. 

Good Cake; Take 11-2 cups sugar, 
loup milk, 1-2 cup shortening, 3 
scant cups flour, 2 spoons baking 
powder, a little salt and nutmeg 
and 1-2 cup currants. Bake one hour 
slowly.

BATTLE OF QUEENSTON HEIGHTS 


In 1806 Napoleon having dominated 
most of Europe jasued a decree from 
Berlin im Pruskia to the éffect that 
English gooda were not to be bought 
nor sold on the continent of Europe 
and that other nations should not 
trade with England. England pass- 
ed “Ordera-in-Council,” forbidding all 
fieutral nations to trade with France. 
The finited Statex could now trade 
with neither France nor England and 
when England claimed the right to 
search American vessels for naval de- 
sertera, the United States declared 
war. 

The third event in the war which 
followed wag the battle of Queenston 
Heights. General Sir Isaac Brock act- 
ing Lieutenant-Governor of Upper 
Canada, had scattered 1,500 men along 
the Niagara river to prevent the Am- 
erican army, 6,000 strong, from invad- 
ing Canada. On the 18th of October, 
1812, the Americans crossed the Nia- 
wara river and took possession of 
Queenston Heights about seven miles 
up the river opposite Lewiston. Gen- 
eral Brock, hearing the firing, gallop- 
ed to the scerie of action, and with a 
few men endeavored te drive back the 
invadera before many had crossed. 
While cheering on his men he was 
killed by a musket ball. In vain his 
few brave followerg endeavored to dis- 
lodge the foe. They were driven back 
and compelled to await reinforce- 
ments. General Sheaffe goon arrived 
with three hundred men from Fort 
George. ‘All the men that could be 
mustered now ascended the Heights 
unperceived by the Americans, who 
were landing more men. The invad- 
ers were surprised and many of them 
were driven into the river and the rest 
surrendered. 

Glorious ag was the victory of Queen- 
ston, it was bought dearly with the 


life of the hero of Upper Canada, the

ELECTRIC LIGHTING ON TRAINS. 


Per cere 
Indications Point te Universal Adeption 
of Electricity. 

The next few years will, in all prob- 
ability, see the rapid development of 
the application of electricity to rail- 
road work other than in the actual 
propulsion of trains. Already signal-' 
ling, the movement of switches, the | 
lighting of signals and switches, and 
telegraphy have reached a point of 
considerable perfection. But electric 
lighting of trains seems to have mct 
with some conservative opposition or 
prejudice which is hardly warrant- 
able, considering the need of perfec- 
tion in- this important detail. 

Even from an economical point of 
view, the innovation would prove 
beneficial, for under the best and 
cheapest systems of gas lighting, now 
in vogue, the expense of lighting a 
single passenger car amounts to sev- 
eral hundred dollars per annum. Un- 
der the present system naked flames 
are used, which compel the presence 
of a reservoir of inflammable liquids 
or gases and this endangers the saf- | 
ety of passengers and property in 
the event of accident. I 

Some companies have experimented 
with electricity as an illuminating 
agency, on their finer trains, and the 
result has been such as to encourage 
further efforts in this direction. Not- 
ably in Germany the system is now 
in almost universal use in postal cars. 
on the State railways. |

They were in- 
structed to see that the engine was in 
proper working order before it was 
gent out here, and had this been done, 
and the first test proved satisfactory, 
we believe the deal would have been 
closed. In the meantime fire protection 
is the all-absorbing tonic. Some want 
to purchase a steamer, others are in 
favor of expending $25,000 in a system 
of waterworks, and the corporation 
has suggeste] that we move the eddy 
to the top of Piety hiil.”

BOERS MAY SURRENDER. | 
There can be little doubt that neyoti-| 


ations for the serrender of the Trans-,? 


vaal armies as a whole are in procress. 
The leaders of the Boers of the Vaal 
River Colony, from Mr. Kroger down, 
have publicly confessed the ‘‘hopeless- 
ness of thestrogele,” and it was perhaps 


significant that “President” Kroger and | f 


“acting President” Schalkburgher used 
the same expression. Mr. Krager had, 
it is reported, just before giving uatter- 
ance to hia despair, received a final re 
buff from the Czar, in whose interfer- 
ence he had not until then lost faith. 
A couple of weeks later Mr, Schalk- 
burgher, upon hearing of the rout of 
General Botha's and General Erasmus's 
forces by Genera! French, and the loss 
of their supplies and animals and ve- 
hicles, repeated Mr. Kruger’s words 
and expressed his own opinion in favor 
of the surrender of the Transvaalers in 
« body instead of in twos and threes. 
Mr. Hertzog, the acting president of 
the two republica, was also reported to 
have declared that if General De Wett's 


second invasion of Cape Colony failed, 
there would be nothing for the Boers 
bat surrender. Hertzog has himself re- 
turned to the Orange River Colony 
with De Wert, the invasion having 
failed. and disastrously for General De 
Wett's own command, which has been 
broken up. 

There is reason to believe that Lord 
Kitchener has been negotiating with 
both Mr. Schalkburgher and Genera! 
Botha while at Middelburg, and that 
they are now fn communication with 
the other chie’ commandants through- 
out the Transvaal. ‘hey would prob- 
ably also want to communicate with 
Mr. Steynand General De Wett, and 
it is reported that General Botha has 
been placed in cable cormunication 
with Mr. Kruger. Whiie it seems 
prubable enough that these negotiations 
have been entered upon, it will not do 
to be too sanguine as to a fayorable 
result. At many distinctly separated 
points there scattered commandos of 
Boers fighting gamely and not alto- 

ther unsuccessful. Though the 

ritisn forces everywhere seemed 
to be able to do more than check 
their raidings and inflict heavy losses, 
they still managed to roye about and 
gather up horses and cattle and loot of 
all kinds and occasionally a British 
oatpost. Lately they have suff red 
severely. Fyerywhere they are f.lling 
back and losing their animals and loot 
and considerable numbers of prisoners 
are being made. 

It seems probable therefore that many 
Boers are now inclined to sabmit. But 
that such men as Kruger, Steyn, Dé 
Wett and Botha will all agree together 
to surrender seems improbable, andi the 
determined refusal of even one of them 
might possibly decide all of them 
against submission, And they have a 
few thousand men behind them who in 
the spirit of their Dutch ancestors, who 
were prepared to let in the sea over 
their country rather than surrender it 
to invaders, would, if led by men they 
trusted, fight.as outlaws to the end of 
their lives. But whether the Boers sur- 
render asa body or not, it is evident 
that they have reached nearly the end 
of their tether. Even their smal! suc- 
cesses haye become infrequent and they 
have seemingly exhausted their hidden 
supplies of ammunition. The two 
states must be swept pretty clear of all 
subsistence for men or animals and 
they cannot hope now to get into Cape 
Colony and supply themselves there. 
It is not atall improt able, therefore. 
that Lord Kitchener's negotiations 
with Schalkburgher and Botha have 
been so far encouraging that the pur- 

se of Sir Alfred Milner'’s visit to 

loemfontein and Pretoria may be to 
help in the arrangemont of terms of 
general surrender of the two republics.

THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


ee sermarcerete 0 


Dr. T. S. Sproule, in an excellent 
speech in the Dominion house of com- 
mons, ona motion favoring a bounty 
for beet sugar, began by pointing out 
that the country had profited by bonus- 
ing the furniture and iron industries. 
meepening the beet sugar industry, he 
said: 

‘Are the climatic conditions and the 
soil of Canada suitable for the produc- 
tion of the sugar beet? Tests have 
been carried on along this line for the 
last twelve or fifteen years, and those 
tests have resulted in proving conclus- 
ively that the soil of Canada is admir- 
ably suited to the crowing of the sugar 
beet. The experiments have proven be- 
yond doubt that we can grow it as wall 
as Germany, Austria, France or any 
other country in the world, which is 
to-day largely producing the sugar 
beet and manufacturing sugar from it. 

I shal! quote from a return regardin 
Yiel 
per acre 19.9 tons: percentage of sugar 
in the beet, 15.01 ; co-efficient of purity, 
83.27. That teat was made by experi- 
mental farm at Guelph. under the sup- 
ervision of its chemist. But, there 
were also tests made througnout On- 
tario in thirty-six different localities, 
and the result was that the yield per 
acre amounted to 18.8 tons, with a per- 
centage of sugar 13.55, and co efficient 
of purity 80. : 

In 1900 tests were carried on by in- 
struction from the experimental farm 
in the various parts of Ontario, There 
were prizes offered, and the tests were 
made around the district of Aylmer, 
Newmarket, in North York and Wel- 
land. In each case six returns were 
made, and six prizes were given. 
result was an average of 20} tons per 
acre, a percentage of 15.1 sugar, and a 
co-efficient of purity of 96.5. 

In Germany the highest averace of 
the sugar beet grown was 11.79 tons to 
the acre, whereas last year in Ontario. 
the average was 203. The percentage 
of sugar in the German beet did not 
average 12 percent, while ours aver-

It will cost to build each one of thone 
factories about €500,00), and this would 
mean an expenditure of $15,000,000 for 
the constraction of those thirty fac 
tories. To ran one of these factories. 
about 200 hands are required. The sea- 
son for manufacturing the product of 
beet roofs usually lasts about 100 daya, 
and ifeach one of the thirty factories 
used up 500 tons of heots in a day. that 
would mean 1,500,000 tons of beeta in « 

.. At @p average price of $4 per 
ton, the farmera would receive 86,000.. 
000 a year. a large sur. to be distributed 
directly to them.

“The leading feature of the amend- 
ment which is proposed by this bill 
comcerns thethird section of the pre- 
sent Act, which provided for a pen- 
alty for violation of this Act, of $1,000 
no more and no less. The object of 
the amendment is to make the penal. 
ty not more than $1,000 and not less 
than $50, giving the judge discretion 
to apply the penalty according to the 
offence. Then it is stated in the Act 
that the penalty is to be recovered 
only by the consent of the Attorney- | 
General. We propose to modify that 
section and to provide that the penal- 
ty shall be recovered with the consent 
either of the Attorney-General of the 
prevince or of the judge of any court 
jn which the pemalty is sued.

" “A FLYING TORPEDO, 


A Romarkabie Self-Propelled Projectile of 
a Swedish Inventor. « 

Major Unge of the Swedish Army 
has spent several years in perfecting 
& torpedo for bis Government, 
many triela of hia inventions have 
been meade during the past few years 
at the proving grounds of the Swed- 
dah Royal Artillery at Marma. Ke- 
cently the Government made him a 
grant out of the revenue of the State 
to enable him to make trials of » his 
latest form of self-moving torpedoes, 
futended to carry large charges of 
high explosives for considerable dis- 
tances through the air. 

The object of these experiments is 
to determine the accuracy of aim at- 
taimable, the extreme range and the 
effecta of the explosion. These ex- 
periments are to be conducted in the 
presence of artillery officers appoint- 
ed by the Inspector of Artillery. 

The torpedo itself is like an elongat- 
ed shell in general appearance and is 
propelled through the air entirely by 
@ succession of lses produced 
within the torpedo, ‘resulting from 
the ignition of a slow burning gas- 


ucing composition. The gases 
Rovere gradually increase in pres- 


New| sure and produce motion by their es- 


cape through the passages of a tur- 
bine placed at the base of the torpedo. 

The inerease of velocity, like the 
imerease of pressure of the gas, is, of 
coures, very gradual, consequently, 
as there is na shock, it can be charg- 
ed even with very sensitive high ex- 
plosives, 

Having its source of motion within 
itself the torpedo need not be of great 
mass to overcome the resistance of 
the air, and so moat of its weight 
ean be utilized to carry explosive. The 
terpedo explodes on atriking. 

The turbine causes the projectile to 
rotate about its longer axis and thus 
insures steadyness and accuracy in 
flight. As soon as the torpedo has 
acquired a certain rapidity of rota- 
apparatus, which ef- 
fects the explosion of the charge on

With the accession of King Faward 
VIL. begins a new reign of State cere- 
monies. It is yeard since Parliament 
was opened by the sovereign, and it 
would tax the memory of the oldest 
in the Reyal Household to remember 
the exact procedure that was follow- 
ed at the fomeral of King William 
TV. and tho ceronation of the great 
and gcod Quoen Victoria. ’ 

Precedent i» the tyrant that gov- 
erna all such solemn atate occas ona, 
and the last few days have seen many 
busy officials ramsacking the records 
of past ceremonies. 

Now the King’s Bolyguard, better 
known perhapy as the Honourable 
Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms, or the 
Nearest Guard, play a most important 
part in all the state functions in 
which the person of the sovereign is 
immediately concerned, 

THE DUTIES OF THE GUARD. 

During the past reign this work 
was comparatively light, owing to the 
seclusion in which the Queen lived af- 
ter the death of the Prince Consort. 
But they were to bo found at the 
Queen's side on all the occasions on 
which she appeared in state before 
her people, from her coronation in 
Westminster Abbey tothe day of her 
last Jubilee in 1897, when the Gentle- 
menat-Arms stood immediately in 


front of her carriage at the Thanks- { 


giving Service on the steps of St. 
Paul's, 

In the present reign their work will 
probably be less of asinecure, and, 
as his loyal people hops to see the 
King more often in public, so will the 
uniform of his faithful Bodyguard be- 
come more familiar. In the last reign 
they were known mainly in connection 
with the drawing rooms and state 
levees, where they held the barriers in 
the ante-chamber leading to the 
royal presence. 

Their present uniform dates from 
the time of the Crimean war, and is 
the heavy scarlet coatee, with box 
epaulettes and military sash and 
atrapped~down gold-laced overalls 
covering Wellington boots. The heavy 
brass helmet, with its white feather 
plume, makes a striking headgear. 


HISTORY OF THE CORPS. 


(A few words then, about the history | 
and personnel of the corps may prove | 
interesting at this moment, when the | 
eyes of the world are turned on the | 
new King. 

For nearly 400 years the Nearest 
Guard have stood in attendance on 
the Kings and Queens of England. 

But it was not until 1509 that the 
King’s Bodyguard, as at present un- 
derstood, was first formed by King 
Hemry VIII. 

The protection of the sovereign 
person had up to that time been en- 
trusted to a guard of archers, who 
were the predecessors of the present 
Yeomen of the Guard, better known 
as the Royal Beefeaters. 

But when King Henry went to meet 
his royal cousin of France on the fa- 
mous Field of the Cloth of Gold, he 
determined to take with him a body- 
guard of nobles equal in splendor and 
magnificence to the personal guard of 
the French King. 

This was the beginning of the pres- 
ent corps, which pasded through many 
vicissitudea inthe stormy days of the 
Civil War, many of them at that time 
being killed in battle, 

In the early years of the last cen- 
tury the corps had sunk considerably 
from its former importance, for its 
commissions were then to be purch- 
ased for £1,209. 

It was in consequence, mainly com- 
posed of civilians. But the Prince 
Consort restored its military charac- 
ter to the Bodyguard, and reconsti- 
tuted it as a corps composed exclus- 
ively of retired officers with a dis- 
tinguished service record. 

It was his express desire that all 
the combatant branches of Her Ma- 
jesty’s service should be represented, 
and that no officer should qualify as 
a candidate who did not possess at 
least two medals. 

GALLANT VETERANS 

This order has been faithfully ad- 
hered to and to-day the Podyguard 
consists of forty officers as rank and 
file, with a captain, lieutenant, stan- 
dard bearer and adjutant. 

The captain who commands the 
corps must bo a peer of the realm, 
and his appointment is a political 
one, Lord Belpar bas beld the post 
since 1895; before him Lord Chester- 
field was placed in command by the 
Liberal Ministry. 

Next im command comes the Lieu- 
tenant, not a political post, but ap 
pointed direct by the Sovereign. 
Colonel Sir Henry Oldham, who had 
a distinguished record in the China 
campaign of 1860, has been Lieuten- 
ant for many years. 

Colonel Aubone Fife, the Standard 
Bearer, saw service under Lord Rob 
erts in the Kabul campaign, and was 
mentioned in despatches on this oc- 
casion, and during his earlier service 
im the Red River expedition. 

The anpreet Colemel H. A. Fleteh- 
er, was for several yearg second in 
command of the 6th Bengal Cavalry, 
and had seen active service in Egypt 
amd the NorthWest Frontier of

A strip four inches wide is gone 
from the rope end. This was evident- 
ly cut by the sailor who first seized 
the flag. The threads end abruptly 
and the markings, though not ab. 
solutely straight, are cleam as though 
done witha knife. Sixteen inches are 
missing from the other end which is 
stringy and certainly bears evidence 
of having been torn. It was this 
strip, 16 by 48 inches, that was torn 
into fragments by the men. Of 
these at least one is in the United 
States. It is in the possession of Mr. 
W. J. Carter, of Ft. Worth, Texas. 

This piece is of the same material 
as the rest of the flag, and upon com- 
parison it has. been found wonld fl 
the missing space in the lower right- 
hand corner.

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KANGAROO THREAD. 


meen 
@ne of the Queer Kind Vared by Meders 
Surgeens, 

The cutfit of a modern surgeon in- 
cludes dozens of different kinds of 
thread used for sewing up cute and 
wounds. Among them are kangaroo 
tendons, horsehair, silk and very 
fine silver wire. Many of these 
threads are intended to hold for a 
certain number of days, and then na- 
turally break away. The short, 
tough tendons taken from the kan- 
garoo, which are used for sewing #e4 
vere wounds, will bold for about four, 
weeks before they break away. 

Silk thread. will remain much liong- 
er, sometimes six months, while fine 
silver wire is practically indestruc- 
tible. With the entire outfit a sur-, 
geon is able to select a thread that 


will last as long ax the wound takes 
to heal, and will then disappear com- 
pletely. 

To accommodate this assortment of 
threads, special varietica of needles 
are required. Besides the needle 
oraned in different segments of a 
circle, surgeons use needles shaped 
like spears, javelind and bayonet 
points. Some are as long ag bodkins, 
in a point like a miniature knife- 
blade. Othera have the sharpened 
end triangular.

streets of the southern cities a stranger 
must crowd himeeclf into the narrowest 
possible compass, squeezing into a door- 
way or obliterating himself as far as 
possible against a wall until the mourn- 
ers have passed through the street. 

In Peking, where the streets are wider, 
the catafalgue is often built in the mid-

camel and donkey and rattling, creaking 
cart to take some other avenue or to 
crowd by on the sidewalk under the awn- 
ings, to the discomfiture of foot passen-

The absurdity and inconrenience of 
thus giving the dead the right of way 
hever seems to strike the average Peking- 
ese. 

This is all of a piece with the national 
love of funeral display and heartless 
crocodile tears, as they seem, at least to 
western eyes. An immense trumpet is 
even used sometimes, which is worked 
like a garden pump to sob out the “boo- 
hoo” of the afflicted relatives, The more 
unearthly and heartrending its sobs the 
better they seem to be pleased.

A mock house and a mock horse 
are often thus carried, a paper cow to 
furnish milk and meat, paper fowls to lay 
eggs for him and paper servants to do his 
bidding. Oftentimes, too, a tempting ar- 
ray of real viands is carried in the pro- 
cession, A roast pig, a dozer roast ducka, 
bread and rice and fruit. They are not 
left to “waste their sweetness on the des- 
ert air,” but after they have remained at 
the grave’s mouth for a little while and 
the spirits have sniffed the delicious odors 
they are divided up among the sorrowing 
relatives and friends, who have such a 
feast as many of them have not enjoyed 
for days.~—Cosmopolitan.

| THE HEIGHT OF OCEAN WAVES. 


Frc 
‘¥en the Indian @cean Waves Higher Than 
St Feet Mave Been Seen, 


| ‘A very inferesting series of save 
, Studies from the pen of Mr. Vaughan 
| Cornish is now appearing in the col- 
jumns of Knowledge, in the January 
‘igsue of which the size of waves is 
dealt with. In the wourse of this ar- 
iticlo Mr. Cornish says that it was 
in the southern Indiana Ocean, between 
‘the Cape of Good Hope and the isles 
,of St. Paul and ‘Amsterdam, in the 
region of almost continual westerly 
j wae that the largest waves were 
observed. 


| On October 25, 1867, during a gale 
‘from the northwest, with violent snow 
‘equalls, thirty waves were measured 
‘at different times of day which aver- 
‘aged 29.53 fect im height. The largest 
j of them were 87.53 feet in height. And 
of these no fewer than six in succes- 
igiowi were observed, which followed 
‘ene another with admirable regular- 
jity. They lifted the corvette as if it 
had been a whalebort, then left her 
wallowing in a deep trough, extend- 
ing far on either hand. Lieut. Paris, 
who made these observations, had to 
mount to the twenty-second rung of 
the shrouds before he attained the 
level of the crest. On the evening of 
the same day waves even larger were 
seen, but not measured. Those on 
board the corvette Geem to have 
agreed that the waves of this Oct. 25 
were the largest within their experi- 
ence. The height of the individual 
waves was often found to vary in the 
proportion of 1 to 2. It was only in 
very favorable conditions that the 
average height was 0.7 or 0.8 of the 
extreme height. Im the open ocean a 
strong wind soon caused waves of as 
(much as 16.4 feet. 
| The distance from crest to crest was 
found often to vary in the proportion 
lef 1 to Sin two successive waves. In 
a rising sea the wave length increased 
more rapidly than the height, a pro- 
joess which was found to continue for 
several days.

SURPRISING PROGRESS OF THE 
CITY IN THE KLONDIKE.

The days of sour dovgh hare pass 
ed in Dawson, and no longer does the 
cheechako attract attention in the 
city’s streets. Bicyoles, telephones and 
electric lights have come to be a mat- 
ter of course, and the improved meth- 
ods of transportation, promise the in- 
troduction there of all the luxuries 
of the East. 

Dawson now has three newspapers, 
and the Dally Klondike Nugget is one 
of Yukon Territory's historical land- 
marks, according to its own state- 
ment. The Nugget has been estab- 
lished less than three years, \from 
which it will be geen that such terms 
take on a now significance in a coun- 
try where history makes so rapidly. 
The Nugget issued a Christmas boli- 
day number, which waa printed from 
its own type-setting machine, illas- 
trated in black and white by its own 
engraving plant and bound in covers 
lurid in golf-pink tints. This paper 
tells a lot ‘bout the Yukon River 
city’s development and aspirations 
that is interesting thousands of miles 
away. 

It will be newa to many who have 
looked upon the residents of Dawson 
as a pack of roxgh miners and crim- 
inals to learn that on the contrary, 
the city haw become a great social cen- 
tre. It is said that owing to the great 
incoming of respected famininity the 
present social season in Dawson far 
exceeds any of its predecessors. It 
may mot be -so fast and lurid, but 
it’s better. There are 

THREE DANCING CLUBS. 
each giving a party once a week, 
and three theatres, and although one 
of them is closed the others make 
up for it by presenting such first- 
clasa attractions as the O'Brien-Jack- 
gon vaudeville company. 

There are two athletic slabs and 
there are church and free public lib- 
rary concerts, The socia: possibilities 


of the city, the Nugget thinks, as- 
sume rather imposing proportions, es- 
pecially in view of “ the evenings sure 
to be spent in private social inter- 
course, for Dawson has its entertain- 
ere—none better” 

Dawson city evidently intends to 
keep clean, too. There was a time, the 
Nugget remarks, when if a man want- 
,ed a bath, he took it in a gold pan, 
and a clean shirt was to be had by 
washing a dirty one. Bath-houses 
there are now as thick as in eastern 


cities, and the washee-washee places, 


are numerous and excellent. 

Dawson has not escaped the found- 
ing there of a Society for the Preven- 
tien of Cruelty to Animals, and a pub- 
lie museum will be built in the com- 
ing summer. One of the great prob- 
lems of the young city is how to 
maintain the water supply during the 
wimter. Zero weather bothers the 
people very little, but whem the ther- 
mometer gets to thumping around 30 
or 40 below the pipes will get cold 
land freeze. To obviate this trouble 
and to keep all those baths and laun- 
dries running the local inventors have 
| beem cudgeling their brains, and think 
they have hit upon a great scheme. 
They know that the iron water mains 
will carry a curreat of electricity, as 
well as copper wire, or well énough 
at any rate, and the plan is to hitch 
on their electric light plant and keep 
the water pipes warm. The plan can't 
be carried into execution until next 
fall for some umfortunate reason. 

THE POPULATION OF .DAWSON 
ig put at 7,000, and wages have come 
down to about 68 a day. To. offset 
this falling off in the income 4ll food- 
stuffs and other necessaries arp to ge 
had much cheaper. In 1897 flotr savas 
retailed at $60 a sack. To-day it is to 
be had for 66 a sack. Other commo- 
dities have decreased in price at about 
the same ratio, the result of the im- 
proved transportation. % 

It is in the development of means 
of travel that Dawaon looks for a 
greater population and the introduc- 
tien of the comforts of civilization. 

; Easier and cheaper transportation has 

made it possible to take in boilers and 
engines, which, in turn, have made 
it possible to mine with machinery 
and steam, thus deing away with the 
crude and expensive fire mining. This 
example shows what the steamboat 
ets has done for Dawson. Within 
a year the railroad era will have be- 
gun, and it is expected that it will 
work miracles for the mining indus- 
try. 

It is possible that some anxiety is 
being felt lest the placer mining may 
not last forever. It is doubtless true 
that there are enough creeks and 
claims in the gold-bearing region to 
last for several years to come, but it 
is significant that miners are indulg- 
ing in speculation as to the presence 
and value of good quarts. Dufferin 
Patullo wrote anarticle for the Nug- 
get in which he shows a conservative 
enthusiasm on the subject. He says 
that there seems to ba ao doubt that 
wonderfully rich surface indications 
have been found, and although he does 
not prognosticate, he says it would 
not surprise him if Yukon produced 
some of the greatest gold ledges in 
the world. Mr. Patullo places the 
gold output for 1901 at $25,000,000. 

He says that no way has yet been 
found to work the great beds of cop- 
per there. Large fields of a good 
quality of coal are of the greatest 
importance in the development of the 
eountry.

Mr. Conmee’s bill provides that 
municipalities whose drains are ob- 
structed by a railway may divert their 
drains and charge the cost to the 
railway corporation.

In reply to Mr. Brown, the Provin- 
cial Secretary said that in the years 
1899 and 1990 the quantity of binder 
twine manufactured in the Central 
prison was 527,483 pounds. Of this 48~ 
170 pounds was Bold direct to the 
farmers, and the unused portion was 
utilized in the manufacture of both 
twine was sold at 10 cents per pound. 
In 1890 two frrades were manufactur- 
ed, one at 91-2 cents, and one at 11 
eents, according to the mixture. The 
total cost of manufacturing pure 
Manila in 1899. was 89.69 per hundred 
pounds, exclusive of advertising, sell- 
ing and distributing. In 1900 the cost 
of manufacture was $9.23 and $10.78 
retpectively for the two grades. 

INO SUNDAY CARS IN ESSEX. 

Gunday cars were given a setback 
by the Railway Committee of the Leg- 
islature in’ connection with the bill 
permuiting Soutd Essex Electric Rail- 
way Company to extend their line to 
Leamington. The clause permitting 
Sunday cars was opposed by several 
rosident ministers, and the opinion of 
the committee also inclined against 
it. The clause was therefore struck 
out. 


GOOD ROADS BILL. 


The Premier moved the second read- 
ing of his Good Roads bill and its re- 
ference to a special committee. He said 
the municipalities annually spent 
about $4,000,000 on bighways, includ- 
ing the statute labour, reduced. to a 
cash basis. In some 60 municipalities 
the principle had been adopted of com- 
muting the statute labour so that the 
proceeds in cash might be more use- 
fully applied. He would be glad to 
seo thie system adopted throughout 
the whole province. The improve- 
ment of the highways waa highly de- 
sirable. For example, it was im 
portant that butter and cheese should 
safely reach their markets. Good} 
roads would algo enable the 
farmers to more frequently visit the, 
markets and make quick sales. One 
of the objects of the Government was 
to have the money expended in sys- 
tematic and continuous improvements 
and not in shreds and patches. The de- 
signation of the highways rested with 
the municipalities, [t was the Govern- 
ment’s desire to work through the 
municipalities. ‘As to the amount each 
municipality would receive an equit- 
able basia should be arrived at. If they 
took the assesament ag a basis the 
richer counties, which probably had. 
better roads, would get more than 
their share. The idea wag to help the 


ath! existed, and the money conld be 
applied toward making these free. 

In reply to Mr. Whitney the Premier 
aaid the million dollara would be 
spread over ten years-—$100,000 a year. 

LAND GRANTS FOR SOLDIERS. 

Hon. BE. J. Davia moved the second 
reading of his bill previding fer land 
@rant to thoee who fought in the 
Seuth Africa war, and those who 
served in 1866 and 1870. In ita amend- 
ed form it includes nurses, chaplaina, 
Red Cross commissioners, and news- 
paper correspondents.

AIR AND EXERCISE. 


Proper Care of Milk Cows DPearitn, 
the Winter, ; 

In order to secure the most milk pos 
sible during the winter months a grea: 
many dairymen keep thelr cows hous 
ed from early fall until late spring, giv 
ing them but little if any outdoor al: 
and exercise, says G. Jeffry in Th: 
American Agtriculturist. Now these 
changed conditions are all right if the 
change gives the cows greater comfort 
and health. But in a good many stables 
the ventilation te decidedly bad and 
the animal is day after day laying in a 
stock of disease germs, for, whaterei 
you may do to your stables and how: 
ever well you may treat your cows as 
to feed and ecnre, if ventilation has 
been imperfect or neglected it is sure to 
result in some form of disease. Circu- 
lation and ventilation are inseparable 
and ladispensable to perfect health. No 
ventilation is good that does not carry 
the foul air out of the stable and sup- 
ply fresh and wholesome air in Its 
stead. The air of the stable should 
never be exhausted or vitiated. If the 
ventilators do not communicate with 
the outside air, they are of but little 
use, as the hay, grain and straw readi- 
ly absorb the foul alr, which ts return- 
ed to the system again in the form of 
feed to continue its deadly work. 

The ventilatogs should go from the 
stable up through the roof, and a cir- 
culation sbould be brought about by 
taking alr through the walls to the 
ventilators in such a way as to preduce 
a direct supply of fresh air. By ar- 
ranging these ventilators at cach cor- 
ner of the building a perfect circula-. 
tion may be effected. I know of no 
cases of tuberculosis where the stables 
have a good circulation of good whole- 
some air and have no knowledge of any 
animals that are kept in open sheds 
ever being afflicted with this disease. 
Warmth is not the greatest essential 
to comfort and health, Exercise In the 
sun with a bracing atmosphere Is pro- 
ductive of real health and comfort. The 
dairy cow nfust have it and plenty of It 
or she will not do her best as a healthy 
milk producer. 

This is a subject which must be con: 
sidered vital to every milk producer, as 
no milk can be a healthful food that 
comes from o diseased cow. All ani- 
mals are affected to a greater or less 
extent if they are not furnished with 
pure alr and proper exercise. The 
strong and robust do not become so by 
idleness. Carry out nature's plans. 
Give plenty of sunlight and air, pure 
and bracing, with moderate exercise to 
bring the various functions into active 
play, and you will kill the disease you 
have been nursing. 


Improving Herds, 

There are two ways of improving 
dairy herd or a beef herd, says The 
American Cultivator. One is for the 
man who has but a few cows to pur- 
chase one pure bred heifer calf and 
breed it to the best pure bred bull of 
the same breed that he can get. The 
better it Is the more profit he will get

from paying a high service fee. Then 
from that raise all his calves, exchange 
the males for heifers of the same breed 
and stick by that breed and the rule of 
breeding only from and to the best ob- 
tainable. Do not inbreed more than 
once as a rule and avoid breeding of 
brother and sister. 

The other way is for the man who 
has a larger herd—say of 20 to 30 cows 
or more—or several who together can 
have that number, to unite in buying 
as good a male as they can get, raising 
males for beef or veal, and observing 
the same rules in breeding. The first 
is the slower method, but should result 
in a goml pure bred herd in time. The 
other makes a quicker increase and a 
herd likely to prove profitable in dairy 
wr the tattening yard If followed up. It 
would be apt to yleld a profit before 
the other method gave very great re- 
turns. The first might be more profit- 
able In the end if one was always suc- 
cessful In has mating and could refuse 
tempting offers for his best animals 
until he had more than he wanted to 
retain. We would take our chances 
with the grade herd, but others might 
have more confidence in the pure 
breeds. 


Catees of Tainted Milk. 

Some of the causes of tainted milk 
are poor, decayed fodder, dirty water. 
whether used for drinking or the wash- 
ing of utensils; foul air in the cow sta 
ble or cows lying in their manure; lack 
of cleanliness in milking, neglecting to 
air the milk rapidly directly after milk- 
ing, lack of cleanliness In care of the 
milk, from which cause the greater 
gumber of milk taints arise, and the 
mixing of fresh and old milk in the 
nnd cans.

An Obedient Walking Stok. 


Here is a pretty trick that any boy oF 
girl can easily perform. It depends o# 
the well known fact that all bodies have 
some electricity in them and that it ie 
only necessary to wake the electricity te 
make them active. Take a sheet of thin 
paper, for example, and rub it briskly 
with a brush or with your hand, and you 
will find that it will stick to your hand, ot 
to your clothes, much as if it were glued 
there. Rub a postal card fa the same 
way and it will attract to iteelf any light 
thing, such as a scrap of cork or a pith 
ball - 

It is with an electrified postal card that 
the trick referred to is performed. Place 
a chair in the middle of the floor and on 
the back of it balance a walking atick, 
telling the spectators that you are going 
to make the stick fall off the chalr with 
out touching elther of them and without 
even blowing on the stick. 

Having first thoroughly dried the postal 
card by holding it near a fire or a gas jet, 
rub it with a brush or on your sleeve 
and hold it near one end of the stick, The 
wakened electricity in the card will at 
once attract the stick and make it i 


in any direction that you move the card, 
so that you may make good your promie 
and draw tha stick out of equilibrium 
whenever you please. 

You may substitute for the walking 
stick, if you choose, a cane fishing rod or 
a bamboo feather duster handle. All you 
have to do is to balance It nicely on the 
back of the chair, where it will swing # 
easily that the small quantity of eleo 
tricity in the card will attract it. The 
trick is better performed in dry weather, 
for if the air be damp the electrical effec 
is much weakened.

When the Spanish discoverers first saw 
the American crocodile, now known as 
the alligator, they were so astounded and 
impressed by its size that they called it 
“el lagarto.” “Lagarto” means lisard 
and “cl” means “the.”

‘PEAR PLAGUE AT PRETORIA. 

| 

Precautions Being Taken to Prevent 
Its Introduction. 

A deepatch from Pretoria says:— 
The local authorities are taking ev- 
‘ery precaution to prevent an out- 
break of the bubonic plague, or oth- 
er infectious diseases here. Isolation 
hospitals for Kaffirs are being erected 
and the towa is being 
cleanacd. 

The greatest trouble Is found with 
the Boer refugees who seem to ignore 
the very rudiments of sanitary regu- 
lations. The houses occupied by them, 
which have been visited by the author- 
ities, have been found to be dirty, and 
in some cases the floors have been torn 
up and used for firewood. Many of 
these refugees have been sent into 
camps under canvas. 

[anteric fever is rapidly abating,and 
there are very few cases in the hospi- 
tala.

‘ perhaps extending over several 
weeks, but the facts being given as 
existing on the census day. 

“Our census gives fuller details 
than the English. Each part of the 
Empire adopts its own system, more 
or leas complete according to its re- 
quirements, the number of the pop- 
ulation being the main information 
wanted for the grand imperial 
total. We record in Canada the re- 
ligious denomination of each indivi- 
dual. This is not done in England.” 

In 1891 © the enumerators carried 
with them nine schedules contain- 
ing in all 226 columns, giving vari- 
ous information. The personal 
echedule gave name, residence, with 
material, number of rooms, etc., 
age, sex, civil condition (married, 
widowed or single), with relation to 
head of the family, birthplace, and 
that of parents, whether French 
Canadian, religion, occupation, vari- 
ous information as to employers and 
employed, deaf mutes, blind and in- 
tane-——a pretty full supply of per- 
sonal information—ownership and 
occupation of real estate, enumera- 
tion of live stock, products of the 
farm; orchard, forest, mines and) 
fisheries, shipping statistics, infor- 
mation concerning deaths during 
the year, and regarding public in- 
stitutions, were the principal ob- 
jects. It will be thus seen that 
each person will be expected to| 
answer tumerous and varied rath 
tions. The collection of all this! 
varied information requires a large 
staff. There were fourtcen chief 
officers, four each for Ontario and 
Qnebec, one each tor the other pro- 
vinees, and one for the North West 
Territories.

A penny ticket can 
be used by « passenger for a third- 
class journey from any «tation on 
the line to any up to the fifth sta- 
tion from the point of departure. For 
all atationa after the fifth double 
fare ia charged. Second-clasa fares 
wmder the same conditions are three 
ami six cents, respectively. <A three- 
cent ticket ¢an be obtained from the 
atitomatic machines; two ‘nickels’ have 
to be put in the slot in that case 
whereupon the machine delivera a 
ticket with a one cent piece an 
¢hange. This system saves the pas- 
eenger much time, and certainly saves 
the railway company at least one win- 
dow at each ticket-office. In all city 
railway stations n° one ia allowed on 
the platform tunleas he ia going by 
train or purchases a platform ticket.

est trains in the warld and is expect~- 
ed to outde the famous old 0990's rec- 
ord of 04 miles am hour.

The congine proper ia 801-2 feet long 
and including pilot and tender will 
measure 50 feet. The two driving 
wheela are 79 inches high and the 
roof of the cab rises 15 feet above 
the treck. The weight of the engine 
alone is 8 tons. Railroad men expect 
No. 2980 to attain a speed of from 105 
to 125 miles an hour. 

A peculiar feature of the engine is 
the placing of its ten wheels. Just 
behind the four mammoth drivers are 


‘two smaller traction wheels under the 


cab. In ordinary running these car- 
ry most of the weight of the cab and 
fire-box. But when on an upgrade 
with a heavy load to pull and the 
driving wheels are slipping away a 
new mechanism ix used. By the turn 
of a lever in the cab 10000 pounds 
weight is shified from the traction 
wheels to the driving wheels. This 
makes the drivers grip the track with 
just so much added power. 

Mr. A. M. Waite, superintendent of 
motive power, was the one who de- 
signed this engine. He pays that while 
it may make a new world’s record for 
speed it was not specially designed for 
that purpose. His aim was to build 
an enrine that conld make schedule 
time under all conditions of weath- 
er, head winds, extreme cold and snow 
and make up time for delays. 

When trains are echeduled up to 
60 miles an hour, as is the case of 
some of the Central’s expresa trains, 
it is evident that an engine must be 
capable of running far above sixty to 
come up to the requirements under 
all circunistances.

Sir John Aird, contractor for the] ¢ 


Great barrage werk on the Nile, has 
returned to England atier seeing the 
most dif t part of the work suc- 
cessfully mpleted. Speaking of 
the undertaking, be said: 

“A fortni ago I wired home that 
you could Walk across the Nile. You 
can now cross it in a railway train. 
We have got the locomotive running. 

“We contracted to do the work in 
five years. Three have elapsed, and I 
think we shall finish in two years 
more. That will be a record, for we 
have had to go a good deal deeper 
fer our foundations than was antic 
pated. We had to pe down some eix- 
ty or seventy feet ore we reached 
good solid rock. 
‘works to be in full sewing for the Nile 
flood of 1903, 

“The importance of the work can- 
net be over-eatimated. Egypt lives 
on the Nile—always has done, and al- 
ways will, From time immemorial 
the country has been at the mercy of 
the floods and the low waters. That 
will be counteracted by the present 
echeme, which stems the water back 
for 180 miles, and holds it in reserve 
to be let through the sluices aa it is 
needed. 

“The land ie fertile—fertile as no 
other land isa—for a distance of three- 
quarters of a mile from the banka. 
This barrage scheme should extend the 
area of fertility to a mile anda quar- 
ter. More land in cultivation means 
more produce, more labor, more taxes. 

“Egypt will gain all round. And 
such a country it is!

“Instead of destructive floods and 
droughts and irregular navigation 
there will be « constant and steady 
regulated supply of water, and most 
of the difficulties of navigation will 
disappear.

We 
have about 1,000 Italians, 300 English- 
men and Seotamen and afew Irish.

Natives of fenth Afvican are Learning 


Something of Surgery. 

The Kaffirs have had an opportunity 
to learn something of the art of sur- 
gery since the soldierg and the mili- 
tary doctors have overrun Africa. Pos- 
sibly advanced methods will not al- 
together supersede primitive surgery 
among these people, however, for they 
are mot fond of change. 

Time was when a Kaffir with a 
broken leg submitted to peculiar 
treatment. It was customary 
place the limb in a hole dug in the 
earth, amd keep it there till the bones 
were knit together again. 

The Leisure Hour tells of a case in 
which the bones of a certain Kaffir 
lad, having been set by European aid, 
the Kaffir father dissented from the 
method employed. He had the splints 
removed, carried the boy home on 
horseback, and then took the usual 
cayurae of setting the limb in the earth, 
The consequence was that it took six 
months to effect a cure. 

Kaffir doctors are hereditary, the 
claverest son in the doctor's family 
being usually chosen to succeed his 
father. 

There are other modern things that 
a Kaffir has to learn besides the new- 
est methods in surgery. In hia lan- 
guage there is no such term as ‘Thank 
you.” He is beginning to learn it,

FEED THE GRASS CROP. 

There is but little doubt that thia 
crop might be very largely increas- 
ed in yield if proper methods of oul. 
ture were understood and carried out, 
writes Mr. J. A. Telinghast. Thor- 
ough preparation of the soil, good seed 
in sufficient quantity, with an 
abundant supply of proper food at 
the right time are the essentials fer 
& good crop. For maximum yields, a 
rotation in which this crop oceupies 
the land for about three years will 
usually be found satisfactory, al 
though some woile may be profitably 
kept in grasa for a series of years by 
judicious top-dressing. Fall s#eed- 
ing after potatoes, or some other hoed 
crop that can be removed in time to 
allow the grasa to make sufficient 
growth to stand the winter well, gives 
better resultg as a rule than apring 
seeding, 

A method that has proved eminent- 
ly satisfactory is as follows: Plow 
after potatoes, mot later than Sept. 
15 if possible, and if land be acid, ap- 
ply air-slaked lime at the rate of one 
to two tons per acre and thoroughly 
harrow, into the soil, At the game 
time apply broadcast ag evenly as 
Possible 100 Iba. nitrate of soda, 800 
lbs. floats and 50 lbs. muriate of pot- 
ash. Harrow until the qoil is in fine, 
mellow condition andsow winter rye, 
about Li bu. per acre, aga heavy aced. 
ing is not desirable, It is aown more 
aa @ protection to the grags than to 
obtain a crop of grain. 

Make the field thoroughly level, 
smooth with a weeder, and sow timo. 
thy and redtop, uaing clean seed, at 
the rate of and 7.5 lbs. per acre 
respectively. (Run over very lightly 
with weeder and roll. Sow red olo-~ 
ver the following spring in March on 
a light anew or before the ground is 
permanently thawed, at the rate of 
7.6 lbs. per acre and roll as soon as 
can be done without injuring the sod 
by trampling. 

Rye may be top-dreased with about 
120 Ibs. nitrate of soda per aore after 
it has begun to tiller, and a fairly 
good crop of grain and straw will 
generally be secured. Top-dreas the 
rasa the first season with 300 Iba. 
nitrate of soda, 800 Iba. acid.phosphate 
and 150 lbs muriate of potash per 
‘acre, The following seasons use as 
top-dressing 350 Ibe. nitrate of soda, 

lbs acid phosphate and 150 Ibs. 
muriate of potash per acre. Apply 
broadcast very evenly early in the 
SeASON a3 s0On as the grasa has fairly 
begun to grow, selecting a time just 
o— a light rain or shower, if pogsi- 
€. 


Plenty of easily available food, sup- 
plied at the earliest possible moment 
that the plant can use it, i¢ the seo- 
ret of large crops, especially in a dry 
season. Over four tons per acre of 
well-cured hay of the very finest 
quality was secured in one instance, 
even in the dry season of '00. 

If the farmer has low lands, dif- 
ficult to cultivate, which he wishes 
to seed to grass it may be advant- 
ageously done by plowing in Aug. or 
early Sept:, as deeply ag the soil will 
permit, turning under a heavy dresa- 
ing of manure. If the soil be acid or 
sour, apply a dressing of air-slacked 
lime at the rate of one or two tons 
per acre, which should be thoroughly 
worked into the soil, It is a wise 
precaution to allow the land to lie two 
or three days before aeeding to re- 
move all possible danger of “burn- 
ing” the seed, A light application 
of nitrate of soda, acid phosphate 
and muriate of potash harrowed in 
will give the grasa a quick start and 
help it to reach the manure for fur. 
ther food supply. 

Seed with timothy and redtop at 
about the same rateg as above men- 
tioned and if a light seeding of bar- 
ley is also used it will act as a mulch 
through the winter, protecting the 
grass plants through the freezing and 
thawing weather of spring. If clover 
is desired, sow in March, following, 
but if not wanted the quantity of 
grass seed may be increased some- 
what, I would recommend top-dress- 
ing such land heavily somewhat after 
the plan mentioned above for upland 
meadows, ag this sort of land is of- 
ten difficult to get in proper con- 
dition to seed and will be found pro- 
fitable to keep in grasa as long as 
possible to produce paying crops,

SLEEPING QUARTERS FOR HOGS. 

These should be roomy, well-venti- 
lated and neither too warm nor too 
cold and perfectly dry. They must 
be so constructed that no other ani- 
mal can enter them, otherwise they 
cannot be kept in proper condition of 
cleanliness. There should be two or 
three or even more sleeping places 
provided for large herds, so they may 
divide into small bunches. One end 
of an enclosed cattle shed partitioned 


off, is ag good as the most expensive 
house for this purpose. 

Beware of cold drafts, and ¥o con- 
struct. the building that the cold 
winds do not blow on the hogs. At 
the same time allow sufficient ven- 
tilation for the escape of foul air. 

The floor may be of earth or boards 
as preferred. It must be clean and 
occasionally recoated with fresh earth 
or sand. Very litthe bedding is re- 
quired even in the coldest weather 
and slough hay or straw is best for 
this purpose. The bedding should be 
cleaned out about once a week and, 
if needed, a little fresh supplied. 

Hogs should never be allowed to 
sleep in manure pilea or around 
straw stacks if it can be avoided, or 
in any place they will come out of 
steaming and sweating. That con- 
dition in cold weather is decidedly 
injurious to their health and thrift. 
sleeping quarters should be 
aprinkled occasionally with slack
